MUSHROOM TO 
FRONT AGAIN. 
Delicious Ripen 
Since the Rains. | 


Simple Rules to Determine 
the Edible Fungi: 


Places Where Gatherer M ay 
Seek and Find. 


The good, soaking rains, followed by 
@ few days of fairly warm weather, 
have brought out thet mushrooms, 
Only a few warm nights are needed to 
make the old pasture noida white with 
them. The distinguishing marks of 
the common mushroom, Agaricus Cam- 
pestris, as the scientists cail it, are so 
weil known as to need but little de- 
scription, 

The edible mushroom'may always be 
recognized in any one of three ways, 
First, its gills are reddish pink in the 
younger specimens, shading to brown 
as the fungus grows older. In the 
“buttons,” or very young mushrooms, 
the gills are covered with a ‘white, 
opaque veil which never becomes en- 
tirely obiiterated, always leaving a sort 
of ring on the stalk of the growth. 

The upper skin of the cap, or pileus, 
{gs warty, variegated in white ana 
brown, and the brown skin has a ten- 
dency to start peeling in places. 
Smooth skinned, glairy tungus may be 
passed by. Such have white gills, as 
a rule, and a rather unpleasant odor. 
Of all marks, the pink gilis are the 
sefest. The experence: mushroom- 
gatherer sits down to his, Luculiian 
feast with as much confidénce in his 
Safety as any gastronome preparing 
to devour a roast duck. Only the inex- 
perienced have fear of getting poi- 
soned, and with ahy reasonable care 
this is impossible here. In some parts 
of the country It requires an expert to 
differentiate between mushrooms of the 
edible and poisonous varieties, but in 
Southern California the differences are 
so well markéd that a child may be 
trusted to gather the fungi once the 
differences are pointed out. 

Mushrooms are particularly likely to 
appear in old pastures, where the soil 
has been enriched hy the presence of 
cattle or sheep, both of which, by the 
Way, are as keen judges of mushrooms 
as; the epicure. In favored places one 
may harvest a hatful in a very few 
‘minutes, and no king need be ashamed 
to sit down to the feast that follows 
when they are skillfully cooked. , 

PROMISING PLACES. 

West of town on the Santa Monica 
car line are many fPlaces where the 
mushroom flourishes.

They somewhat re- 
semble those manifested by ptomaine 
and are not generality 

from twelve to cighteen 
hours after cating the toadstools. Nor 
they invariably, or. tndeed, very 
often fatal unless a large quantity of 
the toadstools has been eaten.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—With winter

fer as movement is concerned. In in- 
Stances prices are as high as might 
be expected when stock is compara- 
tively scarce. In other cases prac- 
tically little profit can be obtained. 

The sales are made at prices which | 
are barely sufficient to pay expenses 
and allow a narrow margin. Some 
sales are below the cost of 
bringing the fruit here. Perhaps this 
is no worse than is usually the case 
at this season, but it is a condition 
which all shippers in California and all 
receivers here have to meet and over- 
come each year and is, on the whole, a 
discouraging situation. 

The Citrus Union is sending forward 
Some navele from the northern part 
of the State, bat the supply is so small 
that it doesn’t amount to very much, 
and experienced receivers doubt 
Whether it is advisable to send it at 
ell. The stock which arrives at this 
@eason of the year is not good. No 
one who takes any can deny this state. 
But there are some shippers who will 

rard green fruit to this part of 
the country with the expectation that 
it will sell for profitable prices, and 
then wonder why it Is that it doesn't 
Pay expenses. 

It is about time, one’ Would think, 
that they learned the lesson which has 
been taught them for so many years. 
The fruit which comes to New York 
must be good to bring’ good prices. 
Buyers here care little what they pay 
for fruit if it is good. They don't want 
it at any price ff it is poor. 


ADOPTS OTHER COURSE. 


The Exchange adopts the other 
course. It does not attempt to supply 
the seaboard cities with partially-rip- 
ened fruit. The result is that the mar- 
ket is always in good condition and 
the highest prices are obtained. When 
the Exchange fruit begins to come it 
ie always good, the color is satisfac- 
tory and the market is ready for it. 
This combination cannot but bring 
about a desirable market and profit- 
@ble prices. The Exchange manage- 
ment has been wise in adopting this 
Policy, and its sales for the past two 
Years have demonstrated the efficacy 
of this sound bustfness plan.

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RAILROADS FACE! 
BIG EXPENSES. 


Vast Sums Required for In- 
crease of Wages. 


Freight Tracks Needed. 


Besides a Vast Number of 
Cars and Engines. 


ail directions come demands 
upon empioyers for increased wages, 
and wherever it is possible these are 
being readily granted. Among the most 
netable of these concessions has been 
that of several of the leading rail- 
roads of the country and the Standard 
Oll Company to thetr «employés. Oth- 
er railroads are adding themsrives to 
columns, but at the same 
time there are iarge problems in front 
of the railroads besides that of paying 
the increased wages. Evidence of what 
the increase of wages means can be 
seen from the figures given out by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which ha 
granted & 10 per cent. increase to al 
permanent employés receiving less 
than $200 a month. The official an- 
nouncement of the action of the com- 
pany says. 

“On the Pennsylvania lines east and 
west of Pittsburgh a total of 179,458 
men are employed. Of these, on the 
Vines east the wages of 125,440 men 
will be affected, the total increase 


‘“"The increase will be of a horizontal! 
character, applying to all cases, even 
where there has been a readjustment 
since 1902. 

“The present readjustment affects all 
the employés of the lines east of Pitts- 
burgh, with the exception of about 
five thousand, many of whom are not 
permanent employéa. 

“The action of the board of directors 
today will be followed by similar action 
on the part of the boards of the com- 
operating Pennsylvania lines 
west of Pittsburgh, the increase in that 
territory to apply*to more than 60,000 
employés and involving an 
pay rooll of between $3,500,000 and %,- 
000 


“The increase of wages now ordered 
applies to a total of about 165.000 men, 
and involves an increased annual out- 
Jay of about $12,000,000.” 

OTHER EXPENSES ALSO. 

The tremendous possibility of the 
country at the present time is taxing 
the resources of the railroads to tite 
limit, and at the same time they are 
facing a great additional cost of trans- 

rtation by reason of the advance in 
he price of materials in addition to 
the increased cost of labor. P ical- 
ly all the railroads are adding’ heavily 
to their rolling stock, as has been al- 
ready announced in The Times, but 
even new rolling stock does not end the 
need of extensions. for with thousands 
of new cars there must come trackag* 
for the handling of the same. 

The magnitude of the problem con- 
fronting the railroads is not realized 
by the average citizen, nor, for that 
matter, by the average rallroad official. 
Even uming that all labor differ- 
ences uld be adjusted without any 
tie-up of traffic, the railroads would 
stil) be up against it—how hard a few 
facts may serve to show. The traffic 
between New York and Chicago, for 


ingtance, has about doubled in the past 


eight years. The railroads heve endeav- 


been unable to obtain the facilities, | 
particularly terminal accommodations. | 
They have enough cars and to» spare | 
ff only the cars could be moved quick , 
enough. Freight cars do not move on. 
an. average more than about 20 or 25; 
miles a day. As far as transportation | 
of freight is concerned only about 
one hours service is obtained from 
them out of the 24. The trouble is that 
the roades need: mure tracks, and 
above all; more terminal room, and) 
this in large cities is particularly un- 
obtainable. It has been estimated that 
terminals in New York City for a new 
four-track trunk line would cost any- 
where from $125,000,000 to $150,000,000, 
and that euch a road could not obtain 
and equip terminals on the Jersey City | 
water front for less than $75,000,000. | 
Thus, the cost of terminals at the end | 
of a new line would alone figure to the} 
extent of from $75,009 to $150,000 a mile | 
on a line from New Ycerk to Chicago, | 
which goes to show that, while the ex- , 
isting roads between the two centers | 
have nothing to fear from new compe- 
tition, they have a tremendous task 
to obtain facilities to take care of the 
growing business, and this is true in 
different degrees of all the great rail- 
road systems of the country. 

INCREASED TRACKS REQUIRED. 
The heads of two of the largest rail- 
road systems in the United Siates, dis- 
cussing the need of additional railroad 
facilities recentiy, agreed that to prop- 
erly care for the present volume of 
business, the railroads of the country 
would need an addition of about 26 
per cent. to the trackage in second, 
third or fourth tracks sidings and yard 
tracks. This would mean the con- 
struction of about 55,000 miles of 
track, merely for the pre of in- 
creasing the facilities of existing lines, 
and the cost, with the necessary re- 
alignment, would be millions upon 
millions of dollars. The work would 
take six years or thereabouts for com- 
pletion, even if enough labor could be 


found to carry it on, and by that 
time the business would have again 
outgrown the increased facilities. 


Here, then, is the problem_ progressive 
roads| have been trying to wrestle 
with, and in order that it may be 
solved, it will be necessary that the 
companies shall be assured of fair 
treatment, as otherwise capital will 
not take the risk involved in such tre- 
mendous expenditures. 

The burden of increased wages and 
necessary rolling stock and trackage 
naturally cannot be borne without 
some increase in receipts. Economies 
to some extent may be possible, but 
the offset to the enormous new current 
obligations will have to be met by an 
augmentation of receipts and higher 
freight rates are inevitable in the ne 
future.

SEA FISH IN FRESH WATER. 


German Experiments in Fish Culture 
That May Have Important 
Results. 


Tt has been known that certain kinds 
of fish like the salmon spend a part of 
the year in salt water and the rest of 
the year In the fresh Wwater.of the 
rivérs where they resort for spawning 
purposes. It has, however, remained 
for German experiments to prove be- 
yond question that deep-sea fish can 
be acclimated and will live and breed 
in fresh water. ; 

A number of different kinds of fish 
were takem from the sea, including 
whiting, herring, sole and flounders. 
and placed in a pool of salt water. 
The percentage of salt was then grad- 
ually lessened by the addition of fresh 
water until finally no salt remained. 

Practically no material difference 
took place in the fish, which were as 
lively and healthy after the treatment 
as when they were taken out of the 
sea, 

So encouraging has been the result. 
after a test extending over several 
months, that deep-sea fish are now be- 
ing introduced into rivers and fresh- 
water lakes in various parts of Ger- 
many. What changes may take place 
in the nature and habits of the fish 
remain as yet to be seen, as does also 
the question of their market value. | 
The complete success of this experi- 
ment will completely change the fish- 
ing industry, and will prove an es- 
pecia] boon to communities far re- 
moved from the seaboard. An Amert- 
ean who has lived for any length of 
time in the Middle West, where he is. 
equally remote from both the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, knows how greatly | 
deep-sea fish are missed as a part of 
one’s diet.

To meet a fair degree of success in| 
general trade of business, one does not | 
have to be a specialist, or possess any | 
pronounced ability in any one direc- | 
tion, save that of being a mechanic if | 
a trade is selected, and of ability to | 
to buy or sei) if a business is chosen. 
All special lines of business and trade, 
and all of the professions, belong to 
those who have a pronounced bent 
in their direction. The majority of 
men, who are not in trade or in the 
professions, the business men—no more 
and no less—that is, they have the ea- | 
pacity to buy or to -seil. It makes 
comparatively little difference to them

OF SPEECH. 

British freedom of speech interposes 
no obstacle to these proceedings any 
more than to those at Dublin. But 
while the government does not fnter- 
fere and public sentiment in Ireland 
encourages this, in England ft is not 
so, and not many years ago an h 
Catholic priest lost his parish r 
Manchester and was forbidden by the 
church authorities In England to again 
officiate tn any place under British 
jurisdiction for having expressed sim- 
llar sentiments in a public speech. 

Lately, from published reports, it 
looks a little as though the Liberal 
government itself were about to 
hedge somewhat, alarmed, perhaps, by 
the evidences of disloyalty or intim- 
idated, as was the late Tory minis- 
try, by the outcry raised by the Or- 
angemen of Ulster. A few weeks ago 
it was reported that matters had so 
that the government 
had begun negotiations for the acqul- 
sition of the building used by the Irish 
Parliament prior to the act of union 
in 1800, and occupied by the Bank of 
Ireland, to be turned over to the new 
Legisiature. Now it is whispered 
abroad that only “administrative 
home rule,” or a sort of unification of 
the various departments of the Irish 
government under Trish control. 
Every time now that Mr. Redmond 
“or any of his leading Nationalist col- 
leagues takes the stump, he warns 
the government that nothing short of 
an independent Parllament, elected 
by the Irish people, and an executive 
subject to their control, will be ac- 
ceptable. In the end, however, they 
will, under protest no doubt, take what 
they can get, give nothing in return, 
and reach out for more, tn accordance 
with their invariable policy. 
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timent is that they will eventually get 
what they want, piece by piece, as 
they have in the past. This is prac- 
tically the revolutionist policy of Lord 
Dunraven, which is denounced tn UI- 
ster almost as bitterly as Home Rule.

It consisted of nothing more nor less 
than a warning as to the germs of 
maladies which too frequently are 
transmitted from the Orient by textile 
fabri 3s and curtos, and the Baron 
urges all purchasers of such goods 
from the Orient to subject them to the 
most careful disinfection before plac- 
ing them in their rooms.

New Flax Treating Machine. 

‘A new Australian machine for treat- 
ing flax is reported by the Canadian 
commercial agent at Melbourne. It is 
said to produce a much larger yield 
of fiber, of greater strength and of un- 


Stained or natural color, which for 
the purpose of manufacturing —- such 
lines as linen, damask, etc., requires 


no chemical bleaching In the finishing 
operations. The government expert 
strongly favors this new process, after 
exhaustive trials, on account of its 
expedition in producing fiber of ex- 
ceptionally fine quality. The flax in 
its rough condition is passed through 
'a@ machine consisting of three pairs of 
‘rollers, then immersed for an hour in 
'a bath of hot water, containing added

Companies are now forming tn 
New Jersey and Maryiand to grind up 
granite for this purpose, and if they 
are successful other piants will prob- 
ably be erected all over the country. 


Cotton Yarn Mille May Unite. 


It is understood tn New York that 
some large North Carolina yarn man- 
ufacturers are drifting toward a mer- 
ger of properties that have had close 
selling relations in recent years. They 
have been very successfully handled, 
at the selling, as well as the manufac- 
turing ends. and tt is supposed that 
better results could be secured if 
united financial backing could 
The plan does not con- 
template a general merger, brought 
about by the aid of promoters, but Is 
being worked out to benefit large mills 
that would be more successful in the 
@eneral trade if they could arrive at a 
working financial and manufacturing 
agreement. 


Guatemala’s Great Coffee Crop. 


Guatemala’s coffee crop this year is 
the largest ever gathered, and there 
will be between 700,000 and 800,000 bags 
for export. The price ts low, ranging 
from §$ to 15 cents a pound, according 
to quality, but that will pay a profit. 
As coffee ig the chief staple, a good 
crop means as much to Guatemala as 
a la -e crop of cotton does to our 
Southern States. The only other large 
exports are hides, cabinet woods and 
a little rubber. The coffee district 
suffered terribly from a volcanic erup- 
tion three years aggq—at the same time 
that Mont Pelee in the Island of Mar 
tinfque exploded—but has fully recov- 
ered. Many square miles of coffee 
groves were buried in ashes from the 
volcano Santa Maria, but what was 
supposed to be a calamity has turned 
out to be a blessing, for volcanic ashes 
make the very best of fertilizers and 
have produced unusually large crops. 
Wood Alcohol! in Extracts. 


Recent allewed disclosures of the use 
of wood alcohol in the preparation of 
flavoring extracts amd certain other 
products intended for human consump- 
tion is likely to result inthe enact- 
ment of legislation providing for a 
stricter supervision of the sale of the 
product in’ New York State at least. 
While the existing laws and ordinances 
take full cognizance of all poisonous 
or otherwise injurtous adulterations of 
foodstuffs, the New York authorities 
have found it very difficult to secure 
evidence in such cases. Their idea now

culture and also to open their books to 
inspectors—in fact, to bring the sale 
of wood alcoho] under the same re- 
strictions as those governing the sale 
of oleomargarine and paris green. 


Standard Oii Buys Cement Plants. 


Standard Of! interests, it Is learned, 
are back of the recently formed ce- 
ment combine, according to the state- 
ments of men fn the Northampton ce- 
reent region, The combine, or cement 
trust, as it has been called, is com- 
posed of the Atlas and Lawrence com- 
panies, of Northampton county; the 
American and Lehigh Portland com- 
panies of Lehigh county, and the Vul- 
canite and Alpha companies of New 
Jersey. They make about 79.000 bar- 
rels a day, or half the Portland ce- 
ment output of the country. A New 
Jersey charter was obtafhed and the 
combine launched as the North Amert- 
can Portland Cement Compahy, with 
$100,000 of ~referred stock, which car- 
ries with it the control, and $10,000,000 
of common stock. 

High-Grade Cotton Scarce. 

The scarcity of high-grade cotton is 
reaching alarming proportions and New 
England mills that consume the long 
staple are confronted with a vexatious 
problem with little relief In sight. .Ac- 
cording; to local brohers who deal large- 
ly In the product of the Mississippi 
Delta, comparatively little cotton can 
be secured, and Egyptian cotton is be- 
ing used extensively, but it does not 
produce the same standard of goods 
that the American long staple does. — 

It has been stated that a portion of 
the crop is being withheld for specula- 
tive purposes, the fanters having 
hopes to realize a princély sum. -It 
is to be expected, however, that all 
kinds of stories will be afloat concern- 
ing the probable cause of the short- 
age, but it seems a fact that the floods 
have been instrumental in damagi 
the crop to @ great extent.

ONDON, Dec. 6.—Aéter long and patient investi- 
|, sxe, and no little controvery, it is now believed 
by Arthur Crawley-Boevey, M.A., an expert who 
has devoted special attention to the supject for years, 
that the real site of Calvary has been pretty well iden- 
tified; also that a tomb has been discovered, which, as 


the only one that in all respects satisfies the require-- 


ments of the Gospel narratives, is entitled to take 
precedence of all others as the probable sepulcher in 
which the Savior was laid after the crucifixion. In these 
opinions he is supported by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and many other famous folk. 

The new Calvary, as it is sometimes termed to dis- 
tinguish it from the traditional Calvary, has long been 
used a5 a Mohammedan cemetery, and its acquisition is, 
therefore, impossible. -But after much trouble with the 
Turkish authorities, the tomb, with the garden sur- 
rounding it, was purchased for $10,000, the purchasers 
acreeing to build a wall to separate it from the ceme- 
tery. It is held by a trust “to be kept sacred as a quiet 
spot, and preserved on the one hand from desecration 
and on the other hand from superstitious uses.” 

Among those who approved the scheme and helped 
raise the money were the present and late Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the bishops of Ripon, Cashel, Salisbury 
and Durham, the Marquis’ of Lorne, the Marquis of

was destroyed by Khosrees II in A.D. 614. Two years 
a group of buildings, erected by the monk Mo- 
destus, who was afterward Patriarch of Jerusalem, oc- 
cupied the same spot. They were destroyed by the 
Fatimite Khalif Hakim in the year 1010. When the 
Crusaders came to Palestine they found a collection of 
small chapels on this site which had been built some 
forty years later. These chapels were incorporated by 
them in a grand cathedral to which several new shrines 
were added. In 1808, this cathedral ewas partly de-

the sepulcher. The church, as it now stands, is the 
result of the restoration and partial reconstruction which 
took place in 1$10. 

If the new Calvary and tomb are accepted as au- 
thentic, it dollows that this much venerated Church of 
the Holy Sepulcher is founded on a myth and that the 
hundreds of thousands of pilgrims who have prostrated 
themselves before its relics were mistaken.

| O SPEND Christmas with the gypsies, or wandering 

To of the world, it would be necessary to pretty 

well traverse the globe and as many yeurs weuld 

elapse between the visit to the first and last countries 

there were lands between. 

No matter how long these peculiar people may lixe in 
a certain country, they never exactly conform to It cus- 
toms. Always the nomads follow certain laws and codes 
of their own which have come down to them through 
‘the ages, and which in this twentieth century care but 
little different from the original practice of the customs 
in their earliest days. 

Christmas is a love feast with every tribe of these 
people, but each clan celebrates it a little differently. In 
America there is a grand reunion of al] the gypsies from 
December 25 until January 5, during which time many 
wedding campfires are lit and many marriage ceremonies 
performed. The queen of the Christmas carnival is also 
selected on one of the days between the two dates men- 
tioned, and the maiden so chosen, usually selected be- 
cause of her beauty and her high station, reigns 
queen superior of all the tribes of her country for one full 
year. She it is who gives final decision in any dispute 
Which may arise during the twelve months of her su- 
premacy. Her word is law. 

Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Texas are the States to which 
the nomads of our country flock for their Christmas re- 
union. That is, the grand carnivals and Christmas fetes 
are usually held in one or another of these States, 
although smaller celebrations take place among the 
noniads in all sections of the country. 

Roses, reai and artificial, are tossed about at these fes- 
tivals, and the rose is as much a symbol of the Gypsy 
Christmas as the holly or mistletoe is of ours. The sig- 
nificance of the rose comes direct from the true home of

THE HEART OF THE BALKANS. 
E were down in the land of curious contradic- 
tions, Bulgaria, where murder and bloodshed 


' ' are the rule rather than the exception, and 


erime upon crime is committed, all on account of relig- 
ion—presumably. We were anxious to witness a Balkan 
Christmas, of course, though naturally enough we would 
very much have preferred to have been a few thousand 
miles to the west. at that season. 


There were two of us. The place was Tirnova, the an- 
cient capital of Bulgaria, seat of the government from 
about the year |186 to the period of Turkish rule, which 
began in 1390. It was only eighty-one miles from Rust- 
chuck, the mefropolis of Bulgaria, but the place was as 
primitive today as it must have been when Christianity , 
first entered the Balkans. 


Yuletide services began on Christmas eve with a vigil. 
In each of the homes, rising in tiers of color from the 
cliff, the candles in the windows burned until late, while 
the children feasted on apples, grapes and roast pota- 
toes until they could eat no more. 

Two o’clock of the morning of Christmas Day they 
roused us to go to church. Every one was going, for in 
these small towns all are of one faith. The Bulgarian 
church, although supported largely by the people, re- 
ceives direct subvention ¢drom the government. No more 
picturesque place for midnight vigil can be imagined 
than the dark fanes which it erects.

- The second interesting feature about the missionary 
work is the presence in large numbers and the extreme 
| vitality of the mosquitoes. Scientist Wallace, who wrote 

a valuable work called “The Malay Archipelago,” says: 
_“I obtained altogether in Borneo about 2000 distinct 


kinds of beetles, of which all but about 100 were col- 
lected at this place (Simunjon coal works) and on 
scarcely more than a square mile of ground.” He got 


them all in three months. This gives a slight idea of 
how numerous insects are in the island. On several oc- 
casions the mosquitoes became so vicious that I asked 
the Dyaks to start a fire under the house, that the smoke 
might go up and eliminate the pest. I have been bitten 
hundreds of times in a few days. During these visits I 
found the attendance of Dyaks at religious services large 
and frequent. 


| There is a great field here for missionary work, and 
more missionaries are urgently needed. I have found in 
this land of the missing link no monkeys, apes, orang- 
_outanegs, developing into human beings, but have found 
some human beings on the descending scale. 

Generally speaking. the Wild Man of Borneo is still 
wild. The Land of the Golden Duck, a thousand orchids 
and a multitude of mothers-in-law still waits for the 
healthful influence of widespread civilization. 


ADVENTURES IN BALLOONING. 


Dr. JULIAN THOMAS TELLS OF SOME OF Hrs 
| Most THRILLING MIpD-AIR EXPERIENCES. 

, Dr. Julian P. Thomas, the noted aéronaut, tells of 
| some thrilling adventures in ballooning in the December 
| World’s Work. “On one occasion,” he says, “raising 


suddenly through a stratum of clouds 10,000 feet high in 
_ the alr into brilliant sunshine, the gas dilated. I let out 
-a little. Down we dropped into a cold air current. The 
immediate condensation of the gas dropped us back into 
| the cloud layer, which condensed the gas still more and 
accelerate the drop. We came out directly above a 
| stretch of woods over which lay another cool belt. By 
| this time we were falling like a rock. We. were going 
so fast that the bagfuls of sand we threw out went up 
instead of down. Hastily we drew out the drag rope. 
the anchor, the lunch basket—to little purpose. We 
struck the trees with a terrific crash, but escaped, how- 
ever, with nothing worse than a shaking-up and a few 
bruises. 

“The most exciting trip I ever made was a record- 
breaking voyage that began one Sunday evening. The 
weather was not propitious, but we cast off. We sailed 
| across the Hudson River to New Jersey, and plunged) 
into a cloud. After traveling twenty miles, I descended’ 
to drop a note to my wife, assuring her of our safety. 
Again we shot into a cloud. Presently we drifted over a 
village and, with that exaltation that accompanies the 
sensation of floating in the air, enjoyed to a strange de- 
gree the music of church bells drifting up from below. 
Before we were aware straight into the bulging front of 
a huge approaching thundercloud. It seemed to open and 
swallow us into a pit of gloom, and simultaneously into 
the heart of the wildest thunderstorm I think I have 
ever seen. The clouds, rolled and tossed and twisted 
The balloon would now be forced down, then tossed up. 
and again spun swiftly about like a top. We lost all 
sense of direction. Thunder was crashing and ‘rolling 
and crackling all around us. Lightning flashed, not in 
forked zig zags, but in great flashes of fire It was 
frightful. We did not want to descend, but presently we

OF LONGFELLOW’S EVANGE- 


SCENE 
: LINE As IT Is Now.

ANY tourists visit annually Grand. Pré, Nova 
Scotia, the village in which the scene of Longfel- 
low’s “Evangeline” is laid. 

In one of Stoddart’s lectures, he mentions three ques- 
tions that dew people are able to answer, and one of 
these is the exact location of the peninsula of Nova Sco-— 
tia. The writer had always held the idea that it was | 
farther north than the most northern extremity of the , 
United States, whereas the fact is that it extends almost | 
as far south as Massachusetts. 

There are various routes from Boston to Grand Pré, 
but the most enjoyable and also circuitous is that one by 
way of Digby, Nova Scotia. This route takes one along 
the coast of Maine to Si. Johns, New Brunswick, where, | 
although it is said to be the most American city in Can-— 
ada, one realizes that he is in a foreign city, with its 
quaint old buildings. Here one crosses the Bay of 
Fundy, said to be the roughest sheet of water in the. 
world, save the English channel. The little steamer, the | 
Prince Rupert, travels so rapidly that it is said one can 
hardly distinguish the buildings of the city as it leaves 
the harbor.

taken gor Grand Pré. This portion of the trip consumes | 
the greater part of a day, but it does not follow that 
Grand Pré is any great distance from Digby, for the 
trains move very slowly in that country.

Grand Pré has no regular hotel, but several small 
boarding-houses, in reality only farmhouses. At one of 
these, called the Grand Pré House, Longfellow’s brother 
and daughter Alice stayed, once, when visiting Grand 
Pré; but Longfellow himself never wished to see the 
village, fearing it would not come up to his idea of the 
country as he imagined in “Evangeline,” and he de- 
clined to accompany them on this pilgrimage. In some 
respects the poet probably would have been disappointed, 
for, as the tourist finds on his first walk about the vil- 
lage, the place has no “forest primeval,” and “the mur- 
muring pines and the hemlocks” exist alone in his im- 
agination. They say that in 1710 a forest fire swept over 
the country about Grand Pré, and it is probable that, if 
ever there were forests there, they were destroyed at 
that time. 


It is the custom of the tourist to go at sunset to the 
summit of a smal] hill over which the village straggles, 
and which slopes off to the right, to the dyke land. 
From this moderate rise in the midst of the modern 
village (barring some inaccuracy.and the fact that time 
has changed; the face of the country somewhat,) the 
view is best expressed by the poet who never saw it:

Furthermore, for a man of his time, Conkling was not 
widely prepared for the highest career of the orator— 
the career that overlooks history and the larger fields of 
ideas. He was grounded neither in scholarship nor lit- 
erature. His education was only academic, He had 
rushed into life and become a lawyer and a politician 
at the age of 20. His scholastic discipline after that 
took its chances. He was credited by his admirers with 
being an ardent reader of portions of classic literature— 
with being a ready quoter of certain of its finer passages 
and poems. This within limits was perhaps true—he 
had an apt taste. But such studies with him were 
hardly different from pet affectations. or, at best, diver- 
sions. They had not entered into the form of his mental 
structure. By nature he was intellectually strong. He 
overcame many disadvantages. But his lack of funda- 
mental scholarly discipline was palpable. His literary 
likings were often in their kind sophomoric. He was 
given to sententious sayings and to admiration of the 
sensational and theatrical episodes and figures of his- 
tory. These had caught and imposed on his fancy. 
Speaking of the defeat of Grant in the Presidential nom- 
ination of 1880, he posingly declared it to be the “ereat- 
est calamity since Waterloo!”’

All this being said, there were yet extraordinary power 
and attractiveness in Conkling as an orator; this from 
the masterfuiness of his delivery and his remarkable 
pointedness of diction. His reasoning faculties were 
solid, and he had a natural aptitude for words. 

His earlier method in the Senate was a trifle loud and 
excitable, with still a hint of the stump, and with the 
grand-stand breezes of House-of-Representatives decla- 
mation blowing up the florid curtains of his rhetoric and 
disordering its effects. He was addicted to gesticula- 
tion and pacing the aisles as he spoke. But under the 
steadying atmosphere of the place this manner gradually 
changed until he stood through a whole oration firmly 
at his desk, restraining his movements and his tones un- 
til they became nearly the model for a grand forensic 
demeanor, while not abating his force. In fact, his in- 
tensity and impressiveness steadily deepened while his 
always notable articulation took on at last a precise sili- 
cate finish suggesting the exquisite exactness of Edwin 
Booth and the best effects of the stage. In these ways 
it became an entertainment to hear him speak, indepen- 
-dently of his subject or the matter his utterance. 
When it was known that he would address the Senate tn 
any formal way the galleries were always filled with an 
eager audience. At the end, indeed, he overcame the 
last vestige of the conventional or assumed inattention 
of the dignified Senate itself, always grudgingly yield- 
ing special deference to an individual member: this re- 
sult becoming finally so marked that whenever the 
stately New Yorker arose there would be an instant turn- 
ing of chairs and rustling aside of pens and papers in 
making ready for general alert attention. On such oc- 
casions Senators would move forward in standing 
groups; it being usual even with the wise and judicial 
Edmunds, personifying the conservative restraint of Q» 
body, to leave his place in the corner of the hall and 
seat himself on the low platform in ¢ront of the presi- 
dent’s tribune to watch the play of the orator’s features. 

Reports were common, however, that these public oc- 
casions were by no means the most remarkable display 
of Conkling’s command over the attention of his Senato- 
rial fellows—that the executive sessions of the body were 
the true theater for the exhibition of his extraordinary 
powers in debate. It was known, indeed, that some of 
his really “greatest efforts” in eloquence were made be- 
hind closed doors, before this limited and exclusive audi- 
ence. This was consistent with his peculiar talents. 
Conkling rose to an issue in proportion to its immedi- 
ateness or definiteness or its personal bearings. Of this 
nature are commonly the questions before the secret sit- 
tings of the United States Senate. It was in one of these 
sessions, during the trial of Belknap in 1876, that Conk- 
ling held the floor through‘a whole afternoon. Report- 
ers and others outside were eagerly awaiting the ad- 


_journment of the sitting. At length a Senator appeared 


| 


and said to a waiting friend: “We have just heard four 
hours of royal-purple eloquence. Conkling has. carried 
the day.” 

In such an arena these were great and gratifying tri- 
umphs, even where the reputation of eloquence was des- 
tined, by its kind, to be less than historic. But the bril- 
liant Senator combative, if not querulous in every fiber 
of his sensitive temperament, was not formed to be 
happy. His overnettied pride, stung by the exaggerated 
sense of injury, drove him at last from the theater most 
congenial to his brilliant talents. They were never 
again to shine on so broad a stage. He went out o€ the 
chamber like a sore and defiant Cataline—determined 
still to conquer. But when he was gone, it wags easily 
recognized that the United States Senate had lost one of 
its most picturesque figures in a generation. It had lost, 
however, far more than this, an incorruptible states- 
man. Whatever might be his faults of overweening 
pride and vanity, and of imperious disdain—and they 
were very great—Roscoe Conkling was unpurchasable.

POPULARITY OF ESPERANTO. | 

Despite the efforts of such eminent scholars as M. 
Beaufront, officia] France has been slow to extend recog- 
nition to the new language, presumably because of a de- 
sire to maintain the position of their own as that of 
the world’s diplomacy; but we know from personal in- 
quiry in the smaller towns that the French people are 
really enthusiastic over Esperanto, nearly every village 
containing a small group of students, and even the 
more intelligent innkeepers giving it earnest attention. 
A strong movement, destined apparenily to be crowned 
with success at no distant date, to add Esperanto to the 
curriculum of the public schools is now well under way. 
Canada has many ardent supporters, and in enternrising — 
Japan a single school comprises nearly four hundred 
students. In this country comparatively little progress 
has been made, although many of’ the universities have 
small organizations, and the gdoundation of an interna- 
tional association has been laid in Boston. Many 
newspapers and periodicals, devoted exclusively to the 
language, are published in various parts of the world. 
and it is a pleasing indication of the spirit of the new 
West that the first journal of this character to appear 
in the United States is published in Oklahoma. Briefly, ©

HE finest piece of timber I have ever seen in the 
Philippines is stained with blood. It stands not 
twenty ¢eet from where 1 am writing this article, in 


on the peninsula of Southern Luzon. Roughly meas- 
ured, the piece of timber is three feet square and forty- 
five feet long; but this is the way the Spaniards built 
their houses in the old days when they built them to 
last and to resist all kinds of climate and all conditions 
of weather. 


There is a great scar on this huge molave timber. It | 


is the gash made by some one in an ineffectual attempt 
to cut out the blood stains. Here, in 1900, a band of 
insurgents happened upon this far-away town, and, seiz- 
ing the master of the house, they bound him to the mo- 
_jJave beam and ravished his wife before him. The man 
struggled fearfully, but they hacked and cut him in nine- 
teen places and, although he was not dead when they 


released him. he died two weeks adter from the pain of |

Growing cocoanuts is a lazy man’s job. The trees are 
all grown from the nuts or seed, and when first planted, 
they have to be protected rom the wild hogs, though 
they are not much attacked by other enemies.

three years’ growth the trees are large enough not to 


need protection from the hogs and to require little, if 
any, care. Some of the grown trees afe occasionally 
affected by a huge black beetle, which gets into the 
trunk where the palms begin to sprout and cuts. Off the 
young shoots just before they leave the trunk so that 
they will not bear. A rough, black sand which is found

Od 
this amount $2,007,450 worth was shipped to France, 
$722,891 worth to Spain, $273.010 worth to Germany, 
and the remainder to England and the United States.

HOSE who live close to the mountains or foot- 
hills can get every material needed for the con- 
struction of an artistic fernery, éerns, lead-mold, 
rocks, etc., and residents of the city are within easy 
reach of much of it. Now is the time to build the 
ferneries and to gather fern roots. Select a corner on 
the shady side of the house—anywhere ¢rom northwest 
to northeast. Lay out the shape of your rockery on 
the ground, using your tlargest rocks. Don't have it 
round, square, triangular, or any other of the conven- 
tional shapes which first suggest themselves. Lay out 
the: plan as irregular as you can; have the base the 
Shape of a mountain, full of little caflons, recesses, 
prominent points, ete. | 
Have the stones touch each other, and put your fern 
roots back of where two stones come together. Then 
fill up the inside to the level of the rocks with a soil 
of which one-third should be leaf-mold. If your lo- 
eality will furnish décomposed granite. add a liberal 
portion to the soil. Now place your next tier of rocks, 
allowing them to rest back on the soil somewhat, but 
not too much .or your rockery will draw in too fast 
and be too flat when finished. Repeat this laying of 
stones, fern roots and soil until your work comes to 4 


head. Don't build it up smoothly like a pyramid, but 


develops slowly it attains a large size and forces the | 
neck of the buib open. If kept too warm or warm at | 
all, the weak, slender spike shoots rapidly up and is | 
often made an abortive head by being forced through | 
the unexpanded neck of the bulb, the flowers also open- 
ing just as soon as they reach the light, and before any 
stem has been made.

Etherizing Plants. 


Persian lilacs, subjected to fumes of ether November 
24, were in full bloom December 25, six days earlier | 
than those not etherized. When the plants were ether- | 
ized forty-eight instead of twenty-four hours. they 
bloomed eight days earlier, and when etherized seventy- 


two hours ten days earlier than unetherized plants. 


When Astilbe. japonica etherized twentyour 
hours it was in full bloom a month to five weeks ahead 


of another clump not etherized.

We have two species of asparagus that are very or- 
namental. most graceful in their manner of growth and 
splendidly adapted to California requirements.

Value Perennials. 


The herbaceous border has-a great attraction 
most folks. Unlike the summer garden of exotic bed- | 
ding plants, it presents something new each week; yes, | 
every day, and what a variety of charming pictures 
greet the eye in a well-arranged herbaceous border. 


A happy location for herbaceous plants is bordering 
a shrubbery belt with & foreground of turf. The line 
of planting ought to be sinuous, bold in places, while 
retreating in others. It is much more pleasurable to 
wander in—and out of these nooks, looking for floral 
treasures. than to have all spread out to the eye in a 
formal line: ‘such treatment fits well into the 
foliage line of a woodland glade. Many of our parks 
contain such spots, where the introduction of herbace- 
ous plants would add much to their beauty, as well as 
to their attraction for plant lovers. 


The ground for herbaceous planting should be well | 
prepared by deep digging and manuring, with the ad- 
dition of a commercial fertilizer composed of potash 
and phosphate. Native plants, or plants that wonld 
not by association or appearance be inharmonious with 
the setting should be used.

no icy herald shouts that winter is upon us, no thunder 
shower thunders the truth of summer. The seasons 
steal softly upon us, a dry and a rainy, and it is always 
seed time and always harvest of. something. It°is not a 
harvest season with many poultry breeders, but a seed 
time in more ways than one. The man who goes into 
his poultry yard and is seized with depression at the 
outlook misunderstands the position of things. Tt is 
not a harvest time only in the bred-to-lay pens. The 
full ege basket when eggs are Oo” cents per dozen seems 
to mean harvest, and is one. but only a short one. The 
man who has bred-to-lay hens now in business justly 
feels himself a harvester. But it is not all his way in- 
deed. These bred-to-lay hens will not put out as vigor- 
ous eggs for hatching in February and March as the 
hens that are resting after the moult. nor will they ‘ay 
as many eges in March. April or May. These bred-to- 
lav hens are for market purposes, and give few other 
relations to the breeders. In the home flock there should 
be bred-to-lay hens that lay all winter quite evenly and 
the hens that rest after moult and will lay for breeding 
purposes. Fowls should be over the moult, but dew are 
tardy, and these tardy ones are the ones to fatten and 
eat. The tendency to moult early can be bred into fowls 
niong with the proper feeding. In the home flo¢k the 
few hens that are laying should be banded as layers, 
and their eggs incubated for the bred-to-lay pen in the 
new year. Hens not laying and not good for breeding 
should be eaten. It is the better way to have two 
apartments for the home flock—have one pen for the 
breeders and one for the bred-to-lay hens, although the 
two together get on very well. The same treatment 
keeps both breeders and layers in good position. The 
individual use of the treatment in the hen makes the 
difference in the individuals, and is hereditary. The 
‘same atmosphere, soil and moisture make a peach-tree 
fruit peaches and apricot apricots, make a La France rose 
bush push out pink roses and a Victoria Augusta white.

If a hen becomes broody in midwinter, do not lose 
sight of her in the flock, but band her as a mother; if 
she proves to be a good one. The early ‘“broodies’’ are 
generally good mothers. their eggs are generally fertile, 
and they will brood early each year, and probably brood 
twice. They will cften begin to lay while vet brooding 
chicks. The bred-to-lay hens (the hens that lay all win- 
ter) seldom get broody, and never until July or August, 
when it is too hot to hatch healthy chicks. A scientist 


thinks he discovers that hens are stricken with a special , 
fever when they get broody, and that they will not sit as | 


long as the fever keeps up. Many things go to show 
that nature does work the result with the fever habit. A 
successful Swiss breeder whose hens did not want to sit 


(made a bran mash and let it sour) as one would feed a 
-sweet mash for well hens. The hens 
and they did become broody. In this country we think 
the feeding of sour mash means death to the flock, and 
we know it does if kept up. This Swiss farmer not long 
in the countrv knew of the practice in Switzerland, and 
just how to feed it and not kill.

The 
condition specifically states that “‘On all the large breeds

twenty (20) individual specimens.” 


Surely nothing could be more liberal nor further from 
the truth than to dwarf the above conditions to mean 
that dorty entries must be made. by one exhibitor. Let 
us explain to those who are so blind that they will not 
see. For instance, if the exhibition contains forty 
Barred Rocks (no matter if entered by ten different 
breeders) the exhibitor whose birds score the highest 
number of points shall be entitled to the association's 
cup on that particular breed. The premium list specific- 
ally provides that “All cup and medal awards, and all 
special premiums, unless otherwise specified and pro- 
vided, shall be awarded on a scale of points, namely: 
The first to count 5, the second 4, the third 3, the fourth 
2 the fifth 1. The same rule applies to all the other 
breeds. On this plan, it can readily be seen that these 
eups are easily within reach of the amateur exhibitors, 
if entering only a. few specimens, provided of course his 
birds possess the quality. In the interest of good sports- 
manship and a friendly rivalry the association expects 
to disburse something like twenty cups on both the large 
and bantam breeders.

“The first. a Buff Rock cock, was only highly com- 
mended, but he is a fine fellow, very large in body, but 
rather coarse in head for our fancy, and runs very much 
paler in color than can win on this side of the pond. He 
is:fairly sound in color, but not level, as on the back and 
shoulders he goes off a bit lighter. The hen won fourth 
with a massive bird, nice level color, although of a pale 
shade, but very pale in face. With two cockerels 
money and cards were missed altogether, as the birds 
as again like the cocks, paler in top color, and do not 
run quite so sound in wing as the English birds.

The Price of Prosperity. 


Night falls, and the apotheosis of fairyland is realized. 

The Casino is a blaze of light from its. roof to the 
very steps; the Rock of Monaco is outlined with light; 
and all the brilliance is reflected in the ripples on the 
sea. And then come the fireworks, and they reveal the 
amiable sidé of the Monégasques. For the Monaco peo- 
ple are spoken of as the happiest people on earth, be- 
cause the peculiar circumstances of their constitution 
taxless. The contrast of this: reign with 


so ingenious and ruthless that he even taxed the birth 


of a lamb or the death of a cow. certainly justifies their 


self-congratulation. But they pay a price for this ex- 
emption—they have no illusions left. I would rather 
pay rates and taxes and keep a few illusions. The 
Monégasques have none. 


By natural environment they should be among the 
simple ones of the earth—the grandeur and beauty of 
Sky, mountains and sea surrounding them, should leave 
them joyous, simple children of the sun. But the sun 
in which they bask is that of a material prosperity 
without a parallel in: any community. Concentrated in 
their midst is the very epitome of the luxury and the 
pleasure of the larger world. And it has brought so- 
phistication and disillusionment, as well as riches and 
taxless comfort, in its train.

WORLD’S LARGEST PUMP. 

The biggest high-pressure pump in the world is in- 
stalled in the Dry Diggings placer fields of Southern 
Oregon, on Rogue River, and is used to operate a bat- 
tery. of hydraulic monitors in the mines, writes Dennis 
H. Stovall in the Technical World Magazine for Janu- 
ary. This pump is one of the largest pieces of mining 
machinery ever manufactured, and could never have 
been installed but for the fact that it was dumped di- 
rectly from the cars to the foundation prepared for it 
at the mines. 


The pump was built by the Byron-Jackson Machine 
Works of San Francisco, and was one of the last Dis. 
jobs done by this company before the earthquake a." 
fire. This pump is of the five-step centrifugal type; and 
it weighs, aside from bearings and gears, just 70,(0) 
pounds. Other pumps have been built that lift as great 
a volume of water as does this one, but they do not 
deliver it under such enormous pressure. This pump is 
tested to withstand a maximum pressure of 250 pounds 
to the square inch. Its capacity is 13,000,000 gallons per 
day of twenty-four hours, or 90) gallons per minute. 
This enormous volume is delivered through a half-mile 
of pipe line, the pipe being of steel, twenty-two inches 
in diameter. The water is lifted to a height of 1 feet, 
and forced through two _ four-inch nozzles, hurling 
streams a distance of 500 feet. These powerful] streams 
are played upon the mountain walls, to tear down the 
gold-bearing gravel.

Eastern Alfalfa.

The station found that 
alfalfa produced approximately twice as much green 
forage as red clover, three times as much as timothy, 
and five times as much as brome grass. Nearly the same 
proportion held for hay. Of protein, alfalfa yielded | 


three times as much as clover, nine times as much , 
as timothy, and twelve times as much as brome. 
grass. Wisconsin is a good red-clover State, | 


so this forage crop had a fair chance. The common be- 
lief that where red clover does well it will not pay to. 
grow alfalfa does not always hold. This is, however. | 
usually true with our present state of knowledge. Al- 
dalfa is a remarkable plant and is constantly causing 
surprises. Orange Judd Farmer believes that when the 
action of the plant on the heavy soils of the Middle West 
is fully understood, the results will be far more satis- 
tory than indicated by the very interesting Wisconsin 
tests.

A Garden for Sixteen Cents. 


EN and I are neighbors. There was an empty space 

in our back yards, and we pooled our efforts to make 
a neighborhood garden, utilizing his practical experi- 
ences and my “theories,” thus deriving some pleasure 
from digging in the soil, and incidentally having fresh 
vegetables during the: summer. We bought sixteen 
penny packages of seeds, ten of flowers and six of vege- 
tables. 

With line and tape measure, we laid out the garden, 
striving to combine utility with artistic effects in color 
and arrangement. It is possible for a vegetable garden 
to be just as interesting and beautiful as a flower garden, 
and it is more practical; but a combination of the two is 
the plan par excellence. The garden was twenty feet 
square. Al) the paths of the garden were two feet wide. 
Instead of having a bed of coleus, or other “bedding 
plant,” we had a three-foot border around the entire 
garden of vegetables. | 

On the outside edge of the bed was a row of carrots 
which were sown very thickly, and thinned when the 
roots were about three inches long. _ These young car- 
rots are delicious stewed with a dew raisins and dressed 
with cream. By judicious thinning, we had carrots until 
frost.—[{Louise Klein Miller, in Garden Magazine. 


HEN a year ago last October I looked on the small 
| yard, which was simply an ash and rubbish heap, 
_at the back of the house, I said, “I will make a flower 
garden,” speaking with the assurance of utter inexperi-

| plants. I began, and having begun kept at it notwith-

As it was to"be a garden in miniature it was planned 
with exactness and with an eye to the harmony of the 
various blooms I elected to have.

But when the buyer re- 
moves the contents of the so-called half-bushel basket, 
he is liable to find in the bottom of the package a big 
upward dent greatly reducing its capacity. The result 
is dissatisfaction with the dealer and a smaller popular 
consumptive demand for the fruit. 

‘Producers as a class are opposed to short measure or 
short weight. Much of the wrong must be saddled upon 
the middleman who wants to clip at both énds. Where 
a farmer is guilty, the fact should be there fastened. 
Practices of this kind serve to increase the favor 
shown the method of selling fruit and vegetables by 
weight instead of measure, a custom in vogue in parts 
of this country and Europe.—[Orange Judd Farmer.

The Food of Mann. 
EPRESENTATIVE MANN in his recent demonstra- 
tion of fdoodstuffs before the House at Washington 

stated that the acumen of manufacturers of bogus honey 

had reached the limit in embalming a dead bee in each 
giass of glucose sold as honey. Bee men who work so 
faithfuly to conserve their hives, and harvest from them 
pure California honey, will be interested in the Con- 
gressman’s statement that a bee floating in amber glu- 
cose was so convincing that the purchaser rarely ques- 
tioned the genuineness of the article. What chance 
has the apiary against such fraud? Groud olive pits 
are imported by American spice makers for the adultera- 
tion of their wares. What opportunity has the olive 
grower to dispose of his pits for this purpose? This 
practice is un-American and should be prevented. So 
great is the demand for our olive oil that Mr. Mann ex- 
hibited a bottle made in France marked “Pure California 

Olive oil.” And he exhibited sixteen bottles of cotton- 

seed, sesame and machinery oil secured from as many | 

markets, all label-marked as pure olive oil. Is it any 
wonder California growers have for years been com- 
plaining of these outrages? 

Mr. Mann’s exhibit showed to what extent vinegar 
was made from ethers and alcohols and sold as pure 
cider vinegar. Lemon extracts, in which lemon grow- 
ers should supply the fruit, are made to the extent of 50 
per cent. containing but a small portion of lemon juice. / 
Out of 64 samples of plum preserves 42 were adulterated, 
and as to maple syrup, 192 of 129 samples analyzed con- 
tained a greater proportion of common sugar than of 
maple, and Mr. Mann stated that adulterations were 
almost universal. Farmers who grow fine sweet corn 
for canning purposes are in competition with the com- 
monest of varieties labeled as ‘“‘sweet corn of the finest 
quality.” The mustard growers of Lompoc sell their 
mustard seed in competition with ground “mustard” 
made principaly of burnt flour. ‘The list is interminable 
as presented by Mr. Mann, and all through it runs evi-

Trial Marriages. 


UCH discussion has been stirred up by a book writ- 
M ten by Mrs. Elsie Clews Parsons, daughter of Henry 
Clews the New York financier, wife of Congressman 
Parsons of New York, in which she advocates trial mar- 
riages. Whatever may be thought in regard to Mrs. 
Parsons’s suggestion—which is no more new than any- 
thing else under the sun—there is not the slightest doubt 
that it would be an excellent thing to have a law com- 
pelling applicants for a marriage license to show that 
they had been acquainted with each other for a reason- 
able length of time—say for not less than a year. Hasty 
marriages lead to speedy divorces—another exemplifica- 
tion of the old adage, ‘““Marry in haste and repent at 
leisure.”” Far too often passing animal] passion is taken 
for a sentiment that will endure. 

Also, many divorces are due to the fact that the con- 
' tracting parties are physically unfit for each other. On 
this subject, every experienced physician could tell many 
sorrowful tales. 

In this connection, it is interesting to note that the 
American Stock Breeders’ Association has taken up the 
important subject of the breeding of human beings, and 
has appointed a committee to look into the subject of 
improving the quality of the human race, by spreading 
information in regatd to the ill effects of the marriage 
of the unfit. It is proposed that insane persons, con- 
firmed drunkards and moral degenerates should be re- 
strained in colonies, and kept from marrying. 

Something in line. with the same idea was a recent 
happening, reported in the dispatches, where a judge 
reversed the decision of a court that gave a woman dam- 
ages for breach of promise against a man who refused to 
marry her, because she had developed tuberculosis. 

This question, of the marriage of the anfit, is an ex- 
ceedingly important ong to the human race. Any propo- 
sition, however, aimediat the forbidding of the union of 
unfit persons, must be more or Jess futile, for the rea- 
son that, if not allowed to mate with the sanction of the 
law, many such persons will get together and veget chil- 
dren without it. There is only one absolute preventive 
—the treatment of the unfit as we treat domestic ani- 
mals that are not intended for breeding purposes. It is 
not likely, however, that the American people will soon 
be ready to sanction such a radical proposition as this.
